Cultivate tho 
soil to bring thu weed seeds lo the surface, 
then roll, or otherwise press the surface lo 
keep tho lai:d moist enough to sprout tho 
seocls. 
A soil made too dry and light by 


cultivation will carry seeds a long while 
without sprouting them.

lie exhibits n stack ot hoes of various pat- 
terns, such ns ho uses nt home, all of them 
very light.

Farmers should sprciid their work, 
cullivnlo ono day and hoe tho next, then 
they cnn see where to strike.
